Speed Of Economic Recovery Is Surprise 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 


says the economic recovery Is better than anyone predicted and 
that inflation and unemployment may drop sooner than expected. 
There is a "fair chance" that unemptoyment will drop to below 7 
per cent thia year and abo that inflation will decline to about 2 per 
cent within three yew*. Simon said Wednesday. It was"the most 
optimistic outlook for Ihe economy yet expressed by a top Ford 
administration official and came against a background of reports 
of steady improvements in almost all sectors of the economy. 


"I don't know anyone who forecast the vigor of the economic 


recovery," Simon said. He said he was especially pleased with the 
"very positive development" of a record Increase In new housing 
starts reported by the government Tuesday. "I think there is a fair 


chance that unemployment will Ire below 7 per cent at the end of • 
this year," Simon told reporters. Last January, the administration 
officially estimated a jobless rate of between 7 per cent and 7.5 per 
cent by the end of the year. Simon said the underlying rate of 
inflation In the economy now is about 6 per cent, but he saM he 
believes the annual rise in Ihe cost of living can be reduced to 2 per 
cent in two to three years.' 


The nation's inflation rate has not been below 2 per cent since 


1965, when price increases that year averaged 1.9 per cent. Prices 
rose 6.9 per cent last year, and Ihe administration is forecasting a 
5.9 per cent increase in 1976. Simon repeated his intention lo step 
down as Treasury secretary at the end of this year. "I'm going 
home in December," he said. lie volunteered to reporters there 


arc "an awful lot of people suggesting" that he run for governor of 
New Jersey, his home stale, in 1977, but he said, "I haven't made 
up my mind."

Benton Harbor Police Chief Andrew Rodez has demanded a re­ 
traction from City Commissioner Helen Ford of charges she made 
that he was engaged “ in what appeared to be a conspiracy to carry­ 
out the assassination of the mayor.” Rodez, through Atty. Paul 
Taglia of St. Joseph, demands that Mayor Charles F. Joseph and 
four other “ Clean Slate” commissioners publicly disavow the 
charges by Mrs Ford or participate in the retraction. 


The demand for retraction is 
contained in a letter from 
Taglia to Mrs. Ford.

.Cuba, the festering sore of the 


Caribbean which has possibly exported 
mpre guerrillas and other troops in

continent of Africa. Angolan Marxists, 
backed by 12,000 Cuban troops, were 
the most obvious recipients of Cuban 
assistance so far, but Cuban military 
forces are in at least a half dozen Arab 
and African countries.

But in Africa, Ihe'U.S. al- 
so faces hostility or at best suspicion 
from a large number of third world 
countries, some of which at the same 
lime disapproved of Cuba's presence 
in Angola.

Democratic nomination for governor 
of Illinois over the incumbent, Dan 
Walker, and loses substantially in a 
similar effort to outst Ralph Metcalfe 
from the Congressional nomination, 
the average person does not need a 
Walter Cronkite to pontificate over 
the TV as to how come. 


Very simply, Walker had lost the 
bloom on his rose at least a year 
before the Illinois voters went to the 
polls this week.

electioneering for Congress too long, 
25 years worth, to be unseated by the 
relatively 
faceless 
unknown 
bureaucrat thrown at him by the 
Daley organization.

England's 
prime 
m inister 
is 
something else. 


It has the British, whatever their 
political 
leaning, 
wondering 
what 
may come next. 
The 
market on 
foreign currencies reacted immedia­ 
tely by sending the sorely pressed 
English pound to new lows. Even the 
unflappable, redoubtable Cronkite has 
yet to offer a clue as to what it is,all 
about. 


Wilson, first elected to Parliament 
in 1945, has been the Labor party’s 
acknowledged leader for the past 13 
years and is in a second stint as his 
country’s highest officer. Under the 
British electoral system he and his 
party would not have to stand for 
election again until 1979 unless Wilson 
might lose on a vôte of confidence in 
Parliament. 


Though Labor holds only a bare 
majority of one seat in the House of 
Commons, its working majority is at 
least 40 votes because of partisan 
division within the minority. 


The Prim e Minister gave as the 
only reason for bowing out the fact of 
reaching his 60th birthday a few days 
ago. He promised him self, he in­ 
formed the press, he would drop any 
leadership mantle he might be wear­ 
ing when that day rolled around. In 
the same announcement, he decared 
his intention to remain a back bench 
member in the Commons and to run 
for the Parliamentary seat for as long 
as his constituency will have him. 


A number of Conservative party 
leaders have expressed concurrence 
with the birthday statement. This is 
the reason he gave to the Queen, they 


say, and if Elizabeth accepted the 
resignation thinking other reasons 
might be motivating Wilson, then the 
crown would be in the unthinkable 
position of participatng in a lie. 
* 


Whether the reporters listening to 
that Old School Tie explanation gave 
thought to the fact that more than one 
Prime Minister has kept back an ace 
on His or Her Royal Highness is not 
known. 


From over the Atlantic com es a 
wave length that Wilson may feel he 
is at rope’s end in the juggling act 
which has been forced upon the Whi­ 
tehall government, during and before 
his second term as Prime Minister. 


Last week he successfuly beat back 
a revolt within his own party on some 
anti-inflationary 
measures bearing 
down severely on wage increases. A 
group of 37 radical Labor members 
accused him of dictatorially selling 
out on his party’s principles. Only the 
Conservatives’ failure to exploit that 
dissidence held off a test on a vote of 
confidence. 


Another splinter developing within 
the 
Labor 
party 
is 
its 
Scottish 
members who are showing more 
interest in a separatist position for 
Scotland than they are in the.party’s 
economic platform. 


Quite probably the Irish inflamma­ 
tion, Britain’s version of Viet Nam, 
weighs heavily upon Wilson. Though 
most of his countrymen probably 
would prefer to see Ireland float away 
by herself, a Whitehall withdrawal 
from the island’s six northern coun­ 
ties would be admitting to the world 
that Old John Bull really is careworn. 


More importantly, however, may be 
Wilson’s recognition that England can 
not regain economic stability without 
scuttling virtually all Labor party 
tenets. Basically, it means Britishers 
will have to work, if not for less 
money, then more diligently and ef­ 
ficiently for what they are being paid. 


He has come close to stating this 
belief publicly, as the ultra liberal 
protest clearly demonstrated. While 
able to fend off that semi-Soviet 
militancy, the probability to convince 
the less intransigent majority of his 
followers is questionable. 


Faced by uncomfortable realities of 
the foregoing dimension, the urge; to 
have somebody 
else take 
charge 
becomes strong. 


Taking it easy is an ever present 
urge for most people, a feeling to 
which even Prime Ministers are not 
immune. 


We 
suspect, 
however, 
W ilson’s 
contemplation 
of 
what 
his 
coun­ 
trymen must do to pull England up 
from her knees hastened the re­ 
tirement desire. 


Situation Invites Intrigue 


Cuba, the festering sore of the 
Caribbean which has possibly exported 
more guerrillas and other troops in 
comparison to its total strength to stir 
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up trouble in other lands than any 
other country, has zeroed in on the 
continent of Africa. Angolan Marxists, 
backed by 12,000 Cuban troops, were 
the most obvious recipients of Cuban 
assistance so far, but Cuban military 
forces are in at least a half dozen Arab 
and African countries. 


For the United States, one of the 
worst aspects of Cuban interven­ 
tionism is knowing what Havana is up 
to but being able to do little about it. 
Sec. of State Kissinger has warned 
Cuba not to pull any more Angolas, but 
both Washington and Havana know the 
warning has little substance behind it. 


The disillusionment is overseas ac­ 
tions following Vietnam remains too 
strong for the United States to inter­ 
vene militarily, even if it wished to 
take action. But in Africa, the U.S. al­ 
so faces hostility or at best suspicion 
from a large number of third world 
countries, some of which at the same 
time disapproved of Cuba’s presence 
in Angola. 


It is a situation which invites further 
Cuban intrigue.

Soon the voters in St. Joseph 
city and township will set the 
chance to cast an “ advisory 
vote" on the Penetrator from 
1-94 to Washington and Hilltop 
roads. That vote will probably 
draw an overwhelming NO vote, 
because the proponents have 
remained aloof and silent on 
their reasons for their support. 


Obviously, this over-ten-year- 
old plan has merits, for it has 
the support of the city commis­ 
sion. the planning commission, 
the State Highway department, 
and other groups. Their failure 
to give the public a clear 
explanation for their support 
creates great doubt in many 
minds. 


Some may think this is a 
political deal to benefit a few at 
the expense of all the taxpayers; 
or that it is a first step in a 
larger, potentially unpopular 
traffic plan, which would be 
easier to accept, once this start 
has been made. Others may feel 
that the construction will bring 
increased expenditure for food, 
housing, etc.. and as long as the 
State is bent on spending the 
money, why object to having it 
spent here? Or there might be 
suspicion that the news media 
had suppressed any arguments 
in favor of the Penetrator, 
because of conflict with their 
editorial positions. 


All such thoughts can be 
readily erased by a cjear 
presentation of the arguments 
the proponents can bring to 
bear. 


Now is the time for local 
proponents to spell out clearly 
what reasons make them favor 
the Penetrator, before the ad­ 
visory ballots are cast. Then the 
voters can act with intelligence, 
rather than with emotion.

Small Firms 


Have Problem 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
There is no question that brib­ 
ing foreign officials to secure 
business favors is wrong. 


But consider the problem of 
the small firm which refuses to 
engage in this practice, so com­ 
mon in many countries I have 
lived or toured. What happens 
when the small company, as a 
result of its refusal, loses more 
of its investment than it can af­ 
ford? 


According to excerpts from 
the testimony before a congres­ 
sional committee of Dr. William 
R. Carden, an official of one 
such modest company, which 
has apparently lost its $3 million 
investment while being praised 
by the foreign host government 
for its development work. 


“ By mid-April we felt that a 
new contract would soon be 
signed. But early on the morn­ 
ing of April 15, I was telephoned 
by a (company) employe and 
asked to stop at his house. When 
I arrived, I found the employe 
quite frightened. 1 was told that 
he was instructed to get me to 
his house and wait for further 
instruction. A telephone call 
summoned us in separate cars 
to the square in Petionville, a 
Port-au-Prince suburb. Sitting 
there in my car, I was joint'd by 
a ... man ... 


“ Speaking 
English, 
he 
refused to tell me his name ... 
He purported to be a member of 
the government and promised 
no contract would be forthcom­ 
ing unless (my company) did 
the following: 1. fire our (local) 
attorney who was well-known ... 
for his refusal to make payoffs, 
and hire a Mr. ... (who later 
turned out to be an employe of 
the Department of Justice). 2. 


Deposit $500,000 in the National 
Bank and 3. Give yet-to-be- 
named third parties one-half of 
the stock in ... (my company). 


“ ... Unless the demands were 
agreed to, the project would be 
shifted from department to 
department until (my com­ 
pany) would finally give up and 
leave H aiti... 


Six months later, Carden was 
telephoned, told the contract 
would be signed if his company 
would agree on two points. The 
company did, in fact, agree. 
“However, upon arrival in Hai­ 
ti.” Carden continued, “ I was 
presented with an under-the-ta­ 
ble demand of $50,000. When I 
refused, no further discussions 
took place ... 


“ Thus a project that began 
with such great hopes ... four 
years and approximately three 
million dollars earlier ended 
with a whimper and not a bang 


Nearly a million dollars had 
been paid for the leasehold 
development rights to 4,800 
acres. Down the drain. The 
company was denied access to 
the equipment and were forced 
to leave it in the country. “ For 
three years we have watched the 
elements destroy the work we 
did on the island and turn 
nearly half a million dollars of 
equipment and supplies into 
rusted wrecks ...

be 
agreement among major indus­ 
trial nations to enforce regula­ 
tions on bribery and require 
strict auditing procedures by 
private accountants to back the 
regulations.

Fred Harris will certainly 
disappear soon from the poli­ 
tical scene. His presidential bid 
got nowhere in New Hampshire 
and then sank without a trace 
at 
7.7 
per 
cent 
in 
Mas­ 
sachusetts. Florida? He didn't 
even campaign seriously there. 
Nevertheless, his candidacy is 
worth a quick look as a poli­ 
tical and cultural curiosity. 


Harris comes on 
as the 
“ people’s candidate,” yet in 
Massachusetts — as in New 
Hampshire — what vote Harris 
did manage to attract came 
from academic enclaves and 
wealthy suburbs. 


The “ people’s cahdidate” ? 
Well, Harris did campaign all 
over the country last summer 
in a camper. I observed the 
Harris operation, for example, 
in the northern New Hampshire 
paper-mill town of Berlin, a 
bleak no-nonsense kind of a 
place way up in the White 
Mountains. 


To get the local citizenry into 
the spirit of things, the Harris 
people produced a country 
combo 
which 
featured

populist tune, “ This Land Is 
Your Land.” This made no 
impression at all, so far as I 
could see, on the laconic ci­ 
tizenry of Berlin. 


The next ploy of the Harris 
campaign was to distribute a 
99-cent ham-and-bean supper, 
organizing the local people into 
a Depression-style soup line. 
The place began to resemble a 
movie set 
for a Steinbeck 
novel. But stylistically it was 
all wrong. The mill workers of 
Berlin aren’t starving. They 
don't need soup-line handouts. 


Then the candidate himself, 
beefy, evangelical: “The people 
who have to work in this 
country are entitled to have 
someone speak for them. . . 
The issue is privilege.” But 
does Harris speak for “ the 
people who have to work?” 


The Harris style is populist, 
or pseudo-populist, 
but the 
Harris positions are straight 
upper- 
middle-class 
radical 
chic. He supports busing. He 
would declare amnesty for 
Vietnam draft dodgers. 
He 
favors 
“ affirmative action” 
quotas in hiring and in educa­ 
tion He is for day -care centers. 
He is for abortion, and for gay 
rights 
legislation. 
Some 
populist. Those positions would 
get you into a fist fight in any 
working-class 
bar 
in 
Manchester, New Hampshire, 
or Springfield, Mass. 
Fred 
Harris is about as populist as 
Shirley MacLaine. 


Do the affluent types living 
in $100,000 homes out in exur- 
bia and voting for Fred Harris 
really believe in that rhetoric 
about squeezing the rich for the 
benefit of the common man? 


Is “ this land,” out here in 
Amherst and Greenfield, really 
“your land,” too, you nice eth­ 
nic common men in Springfield 
and South Boston? Not very 
likely. If you think it is, maybe 
you saw Joe Hill last night, too. 


As the voters instantly dis­ 
cerned, Fred Harris is not a 
serious protest 
or 
populist 
candidate. The Massachusetts 
voters who are really fed up 
with the status quo voted for 
George Wallace. 


Fred Harris is selling a con­ 
sumer product.

for 
parlor 
populists earning upwards of

by X*ray examination with 
barium. This outlines the exact 
position and size of the pouch. 


The, fact that surgery has not 


been suggested for you simply 
means that the divertlculum is 
not large enough to.be a threat 
to health. 


These pouches, caused by a 


weakness of the Ihin muscular 
wall of the .esophagus, can be 
safely repaired by operation.

The diagnosis is readily made 
by X-ray exam ination 
with 
barium. This outlines the exact 
position and size of the pouch 
The fact that surgery has not 
been suggested for you simply 
means that the diverticulum is 
not large enough to be a threat 
to health. 


These [»ouches, caused by a 
weakness of the thin m uscular 
wall of the esophagus, can be 
safely repaired by operation. 
But the decision as to when and 
if surgery is indicated depends 
on each individual problem. 


It is difficult to believe that a 
diverticulum, 
once 
it 
has 
formed, could spontaneously 
disap|X‘ar.

Patricia H earst’s final gesture 
of defiance, two days after her 
capture, was the last evidence 
her jury heard as testimony in 
her eight-week-old bank rob­ 
bery trial came to a dram atic 
end. 


“ Gentlemen, the evidence is 


closed,” U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver J. C arter said 
Wednesday after the govern­ 
ment played for the jury a 
profanity-tinted 
jailhouse 
recording between Miss Hearst 
and a childhood friend. 


U.S. Atty. Jam es L. Browning 
Jr. and defense counsel F. Lee 


Bailey planned to present their 
closing arguments to the jury of 
seven women and five men 
today. C arter has said he will 
send the case to the panel 
Friday morning. 


Bailey wrapped up his defense 
by 
calling 
the 
defendant’s 
mother, Catherine H earst, to 


testify 
that 
the 
22-year-old 
newspaper heiress had been a 
“ warm and loving g irl” prior to 
her Feb. 4, 1974, kidnaping. 


In 37 days, the jury heard 
from 67 witnesses and had more 
than 100 exhibits and pieces of 
evidence to consider. 


The

to 
prove Miss Hearst willingly 
participated in the robbery of a 
Hibernia Bank branch 10 weeks 
after her kidaping. Her attor­ 
neys argued she took part in the 
holdup in fear of death at the

specialist in medical m alprac­ 
tice suits, said he knows “ that 
organs are removed by all doc­ 
tors performing autopsies 
“ If someone is trying to stop 
my m an, then they’ll have to 
stop all of them. ’ 


Spitz also has said he will 
seek a legal opinion from county 
officials as to the legality or 
removing organs and turning 
them over to research firm s 
without approval from relatives 
of the deceased. 


Spitz said despite the charges 
organs are sold, the only money 
received was in “ service fees" 
which went into the research 
firm he heads. 


In a copyrighted article in 
Wednesday's editions of the De­ 
troit News, the doctor was 
quoted as saying: 


“ It is not legal to sell |>arts of 
bodies. I know, but we do not 
sell them. We give them to 
various research organizations 
and they send us a service fee 
they normally pay.” 


However, 
the 
News 
said 
investigators for the county’s 
Organized Crime Task Force 
have reported the m orgue has 
sold 
body 
parts, 
including 
brains, 
hearts, nglands 
and 
other body parts and fluids, 
without the consent of relatives 
of the deceased.

District Court 
Elections Law

district court elections may give incumbents a distinct advantage 
while confusing state voters, says the elections director of the 
Macomb County Clerk’s office.

It states when the term s of 
office of two or more judges in the same district expire at the same 
time, each of the judgeships must appear separately on the ballot. 
As a result, challengers m ust specify which position they are 
seeking.

“ For example, a lawyer may 
not want to come out and say 
which specific judge he is run­ 
ning against,” K reiter said, 
“ fearing that if he lost, he may 
well have to argue a case before 
that judge in the future.”

No Cure Seen For Stutterers 


By TOM DONTA 


KALAMAZOO. Mich. (AP) - 
“ Stuttering can run your life, 
your personality, if you let it.” 


So says Tex McCormick, who 
is 
in 
intensive 
stuttering 
therapy at Western Michigan 
University here. 


“ A broken arm you can deal 
with — it’s sort of outside your­ 
self. But stuttering is very close 
to your personality,” adds Jeff 
Sodini, 
a speech pathology 
major at WMU. 


Both are stutterers. They and 
eight other persons who also 
stutter have begun a “stuttering 
council.” Its goals, like those of 
similar councils around the 
country, are to provide self-help 
through mutual support and to 
communicate with other people 
about the problems of stutter­ 


ing. 


No one knows the exact causes 
of stuttering, council members 
say, although various theories 
suggest possible reasons. The 
origins of the problem may be 
organic — the stutterer is born 
with a learning disability. It 
may be a learned behavior — 
the stutterer simply has learned 
to speak improperly. Or it may 
be the stutterer is neurotic, 
maladapted to his environment. 


In any case, there appears to 
be no one effective “cure.” 


“The therapy that is taught at 
Western is based on the idea 
that you must first recognize the 
problem, and then work on it. 
The aim of therapy is not 
fluency, it is being comfortable 
with the problem. You still go 
on stuttering, but you don’t get

one of staving off our collapse 
as long as possible, and — 
since he has no faith in the 
ultimate wisdom of the people 
— this requires all sorts of 
devious shell games designed 
to free our policy from the 
stupidity of the masses and 
their elected representatives.

Instead of that, all kinds of 
three-way 
handoffs 
were 
designed to get insufficient 
equipment to the anti-Soviet 
forces in Angola, and by the 
time most of us woke up the 
ball game was virtually over. 


There 
is 
an 
additional 
dimension to the Kissinger’s 
“ Gotterdammerung Complex ’ ’: 
It generates a malaise in all 
who encounter it. 


In my considered historical 
judgment, if we play our cards 
right, we can count on totali­ 
tarian enemies to make bigger 
mistakes than we do. In the 
immediate contest, this means 
an offensive detente platoon 
working out a political warfare 
strategy that plays on the 
structural 
and 
ideological 
weaknesses of the USSR (e.g., 
the nationalities question) and 
the 
Soviet 
bloc 
(e.g., 
the 
divisive issues raised at the 
recent Soviet Party Congress). 
It also means meeting the 
military challenge head-on with 
a build-up of forces to match 
the geometric growth in the 
USSR over the past decade. 
Finally, we need a general like 
Grant, who when asked if a 
battle should be postponed 
because of rain, replied. “ It's 
raining on Lee too — hit 
them.”

It’s true 
that parkas, galoshes, snow- 
treads and shovels are a part 
and parcel of Maine winter, and 
when a warning of a howling 
nor’easter comes to the coast 
it’s best to batten down, but 
Maine winters tend to make 
hardy Mainers. And they like to 
contemplate the massive traffic 
tie-ups in other states after a 
“ trifling” 
three-inch 
storm 
when 
Maine’s 
own 
street 
departments 
and 
highway 
crews man the plows and snow­ 
blowers to clear hundreds of 
miles of highways overnight 


after a 12-inch blizzard 


Maine may be lumped in with 
the other five New England 
states but it’s almost as large as 
the rest of them put together. It 
does share some of the quaint­ 
ness — tidy towns and village 
greens, white steepled churches 
and ancient graveyards with 
weatherbeaten, leaning stones. 
But Maine is a wilder, untidler, 
more self-sufficient version of 
picture postcard New England 


In its bigness it i,s covered 
with vast forests — eight million 
acres of them — where in pre-

to bo native-born A small town 
newspaper several years ago 
ran the obituary of an 83-vear- 
old lady, conceding though “ not 
born 
in 
Maine” 
she 
had, 
through her uidustry and good 
works, been an asset to civic 
and social groups. The lady in 
question had come to Maine at 
the age of three months' 


Maine has a history going 
back nearly 1,000 years. It is 
thought to be the “ Vinland" the 
Vikings landed on. It was the 
scene of Indian raids, burning, 


pillaging and scalping — on 
both sides It saw King Philip’s 
War a century 
before the 
Revolution, the French and In­ 
dian War and m 1775 the British 
were lobbing cannonballs into 
Portland 
from 
Casco 
Bay. 
Portland refused to comply with 
the British demands that all 
firearms and cannon be turned 
over to the invaders and for its 
Yankee 
intractibility 
was 
burned to the ground. But 
Maine, profligate in history, has 
been careless of it: A Maine 
State Museum was officially 
opened only two years ago.

Part Of Ethics Act Delayed 


LANSING. Mich (A P) - A 
circuit court judge Wednesday 
blocked enforcement of sections 
of Michigan’s new political 
ethics law until sometime in 
May. 


Ingham County Circuit Court 
Judge Donald Reisig said he 
extended an injunction against 
parts of the law — which takes 
effect April 1 — because then1 
was no way it could be complied 
with immediately. 


The sections involved are 
provisions 
which 
require 
disclosure of financial interests 
by public officials and can­ 
didates, and registration and 


reporting requirements on lob­ 
byists. 


Under the new law, both 
groups must file forms and ob­ 
tain information and guidance 
from the Political Ethics Com­ 
mission, also established under 
the new law. 


But the commission cannot 
begin work until April 1, and is 
not expected to be ready to 
function for weeks thereafter. 
Thus, Reisig said, officials and 
lobbyists would be caught in a 
legal situation where they would 
be required to file information 
but have no forms nor anybody 
to file them with. 


Reisig's order extends an in­ 
junction against enforcement of 
the provisions until 40 days 
after the commission is ap­ 
pointed 
by 
Gov. 
William 
Milliken — probably at the end 
of the month. State officials 
have said enforcement of the 
law s provisions isn’t likely un­ 
til fall anyway. 


The law also regulates cam­ 
paign spending and contribu­ 
tions and provides for partial 
public funding of gubernatorial 
campaigns. 


The legislature attempted to 
put the political ethics commis­ 
sion to work Jan. 1. but the at­ 


torney general ruled its action 
was unconstitutional and said it 
is not in effect until April 1. 


Several groups have filed suit 
before Reisig challenging the 
constitutionality of the new law, 
especially 
the 
financial 
disclosure and lobbyist regula­ 
tion provisions. They include 
school and college officials and 
lobbying groups, as well as a 
broadcasting association which 
is challenging the prohibition 
against disclosure of complaints 
filed with the ethics committee. 


Meanwhile, the state Supreme 
Court is also considering the 
law’s constitutionality.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee rejected a key budget- 
balancing bill Wednesday but 
did not hammer in the final nail 
that would kill the measure. 


The committee voted 9-5 
against reporting out a measure 
extending 
Michigan’s 
fiscal 
year by 9() days to Oct. 1. The 
bill is one of three bills Gov. 
William Milliken says he needs 
to wipe out a $280 million deficit 
in the 1975-1976 budget. 


The vote came only after 
committee members voted H-H 
to delay further consideration of 
the bill until the Department of 
Management 
and 
Budget 


reveals 
supplemental 


appropriation bills detailing 
how the state will spend its 
money during that proposed ex­ 
tra quarter. 


Committee rules required at 
least nine votes for that motion 
to prevail. Some of those voting 
against reporting the bill out 
said they felt more information 
is needed before final action is 
taken. 


Committee 
members 
also 
want to verify Budget Director 
Gerald Miller’s claim that the 
extra quarter will give the state 
at least $90 million to use to help 
wipe out the deficit. 


If the bill is not passed, he 


told the committee, and the fis­ 
cal year remains the same, 
there will have to be more cuts 
in this year’s budget. The 
governor 
already 
has 
cut 
spending by $124 million. And 
Miller said that if the fiscal-year 
extension is not approved. $70 
million to $80 million will 
somehow have to be chopped out 
of Mi Hi ken’s proposed $3.27 
billion budget for 1978-1977. 
Milliken now describes that 
budget as a barebones package. 


Under the bill, the 1978-79 fis­ 
cal year would run from Oct. 1 
through June 30; thereafter it 
would run on the current July 
1-June 30 schedule.

belongs. 


Most teams were expected to 
begin serious workouts today 
and at least one club official 
said the short-circuited exhibi­ 
tion season could get under way 
as soon as Sunday. 


“ I think this is a constructive 
step,’’ Miller said when he re- 


turned to his New York home 
from Tampa, Fla., late Wed­ 
nesday night and was informed 
of Kuhn's order. 


Asked if this meant the season 
would open as scheduled April 8 
with Houston at Cincinnati in 
the National League and New 
York at Milwaukee in the 
American, Miller replied: 


“ I think so. There’s been no 
threat of a strike by the players. 
The whole thing has been an 
owners’ lockout.” 


Kuhn’s action came several 
hours after the executive board

Marshall Sues MSU 
Over Rule Changes 


‘University Harassment’ Charged

LANSING, Mich (AP) - Los 
Angeles Dodgers pitcher Mike 
Marshall has sued Michigan 
State University and asked for a 
court order that would allow 
him once again to use a MSU 
building for pitching practice 
whenever he wants. 


The suit, filed in Ingham 
County Circuit Court on Wed­ 
nesday, claims MSU “ arbi­ 
trarily” changed its rules about 
Marshall’s use of the MSU in­ 
tramural building for pitching 
practice. The suit says Marshall 
was denied due process and 
seeks a permament injunction 
to prevent similar changes in 
the future. 


Marshall in the lawsuit says 
he is the victim of “ university 
harassment.” 


The lawsuit is the latest 
chapter in Marshall’s feud with 
the Big Ten university over his 
use of its intramural building. 


Just last week Marshall, 33, 
stood mute at his arraignment 
in East l^ansing District Court 
on charges of trespassing in the 
building, 
disrupting 
a 
scheduled university activity—a 


tennis game—and malicious 
destruction 
of 
university 
property He is studying for his 
doctorate in physiology at MSU. 


Marshall 
contends 
an 
agreement several years ago 
gives him an automatic reser­ 
vation time to use the hitting 
and pitching net in the men’s 
intramural building, but that 
MSU informed him by letter 
last month those rules had been 
changed. 


The university now says he 
must reserve space a day ahead 
of time like everyone else due to 
overcrowding in the building 


The suit filed by Marshall’s 
attorney, Tom Downs, also asks 
Judge Ray Hotchkiss to: 


—Issue a preliminary injunc­ 
tion ordering the university to 
restore the rules as they were. 


—To force MSU to show why 
$400 he says he gave the 
university to rearrange the in­ 
tramural building tennis courts 
has not been used to do that. 


—Permanently 
bar 
the 
university from “ arbitrarily” 
changing rules without due 
process and a “ fair play’’ hear­ 
ing.

In a unanimous 7 to 0 ruling, 
the court said Carter, 38, and 
Artis, 30, were denied a fair 
trial because the prosecution 
did 
not reveal 
prom ises of 
leniency it gave to two key wit­ 
nesses whose testim ony placed 


the defendants at the murder 
scene. 


Im m ediately after the court 
announced its decision, Burrell 
Ives Humphreys, the P assaic 
County prosecutor, said Carter 
and Artis would be retried for 
the fatal shooting of three per­

Myron Beldock, Carter's at­ 
torney, said a bail hearing has 
been scheduled next Wednesday 
in Paterson.

Michigan's tornadoes usually 
don’t begin until the end of 
March, but the season opened 
early this year with several 
funnel clouds last Friday. 


The tornadoes, which grow 
out of spring thunderstorms, 
usually strike the southern por­ 
tion of Lower Michigan and last 
through May and June. 


Richard Van Ess, of the Na­ 
tional Weather Service in De­ 
troit, says tornadoes form on 
those warm, muggy days when 
the air is full of moisture. 


Something is needed to set off 
the severe thunderstorms that 
can lead to the terrifying funnel 
clouds, Van Ess says. A cold 
front moving across the state 


will usually do the trick. 


‘'Warm, moist air followed by 
a cold front and cold air can set 
off severe weather activity,” he 
says. 


Thunder,

Wolverine State Ravaged 


By Twisters Since Early 1800s

Michigan won’t quite have a Bicentennial 
tornado this year, but the twisters have been 
carving paths of death and destruction here 
for well over a century. 


The first reported tornadoes date back to 
before Michigan became a state in 1837. Over 
the years, there have been 315 confirmed 
deaths because of the state’s tornadoes. 


Weather officials say the first reported 
tornado in Michigan history actually oc­ 
curred in a field of fallen trees 10 miles 
southwest of what is now downtown Toledo, 
Ohio, shortly before the Battle of Fallen 
Timbers in 1794. 


According to Bob Snider, chief me­ 
teorologist at the National Weather Service in 
Detroit, the fallen timber was a result of a 
tornado a few days before the Aug. 20 battle. 


In the battle, Gen. "Mad” Anthony Wayne 
defeated hostile Indian tribes, opening up the 
area, including Michigan, to U.S. settlers. 


The first tornadoes were reported in 
Michigan proper in 1834. In February of that 
year, several newspapers reported a tornado 
had been spotted outside of Detroit. 


On Oct. 
18, 
1834, a tornado struck 
Kalamazoo, destroying several buildings. It 
was the state’s first damage report stem­ 
ming from a tornado. 


Michigan's first killer tornado was in 1875. 
when two persons died during a storm in 


Detroit on .June 27. According to a journal 
kept by the U.S. Signal Service Office in De­ 
troit. both were children. 


One was killed when the family’s home 
collapsed, the journal said, while the other, 
playing outside, “ was lifted about fifty feet 
into the air...and dashed into the branches of 
a tree 200 feet distant...from which he fell 
lifeless.” 


The bloodiest tornado season in Michigan 
history was 1953 when 127 persons where 
killed. According to meteorologist Snider, 
the “ granddaddy of natural disasters" oc­ 
curred on June 8 of that year, when a tornado 
touched down outside of Flint. 


In a 35-minute period, Uti persons where 
killed and another 844 injured. The twister 
destroyed 383 houses and 5K4 farm buildings 
and caused nearly $19 million in damages. 


The most tornadoes in any one year were 
recorded in 1974 when there were 39 funnel 
clouds in 19 days. Three people were killed 
when a tornado whipped through the Hills­ 
dale area. 


Eight persons died in Windsor, Ont., the 
same night when the storm crossed over into 
Canada and ripped off the roof of a curling 
club, sending a wall collapsing on top of the 
players.

Tornadoes can cause exten­ 
sive damage to trailer parks 
with the high winds mangling 
and destroying the light-weight 
mobile homes.

LANSING, Mich. (A P) - A 
bill 
intended 
to 
lim it' the 
number 
of 
parties 
on 
the 
November 
general 
election 
ballot and avert the possible use 
of paper ballots is on its way to 
the House after Senate passage 
Wednesday. 


The bill, approved 32-1, is 
designed to guard against more 
than nine parties qualifying for 
the general election ballot. 
Michigan voting machines, used 
by some 70 per cent of the 
voters, can only accommodate 
nine parties. 


Election officials predict long 
lines, delays of days in deter­ 
mining winners and high error 
rates if paper ballots have to be 
used. 


The bill also would alter the 
procedure by which minor par­ 
ties qualify for the general 
election. Instead of obtaining 
petition signatures, the parties 
would have to demonstrate 
voter support in the August 
primary to advance to the 
general election ballot..

Eau Claire Teachers Offer To Forego Raises

EAU CLAIRE — The Eau Claire Education association (ECEA) 
has made an informal offer to the Eau Claire school board to 
forego teacher pay raises for 1976-77 in an effort to save teaching 
positions. 


The informal offer was presented to the board by Paul Bergan, 
ECEA group chairman, during a work session earlier this week at 
the high school, according to Dr. William Schaefer. Ill, superin­ 
tendent. 


Denton Kime. chief negotiator for the ECEA, said yesterday the 
informal offer was made on two conditions: That all other 
employes (adm inistrators, cooks, mechanics, bus drivers) also 
agree to relinquish any pay hikes; and that “ the pay freeze" last 
only one year Three other unions represent the non-teaching 
employes of the school district. 


Kime said the offer means teacher would not receive any kind 
of raise, including annual increment raises. The increment raises 


range from $105 to $350 and normally would be granted automa­ 
tically for an additional year of service to each teacher 
reemployed. 


It would also waive any additional pay boost which might have 
been negotiated for next year The teachers are in the first year of 
a two-year contract with the district. 


The district has 71 full-time teachers with a pupil-teacher ratio 
of 19.5 to one. 


Teachers in the district now receive from $8,700 to $13,616, 
depending on years of service and degrees held. 


Supt Schaefer called the informal offer “ very sincere and a 
generous one on their (teachers) part.” 


He said the offer would mean a savings of between $30,000 and 
£40.000 in teacher salaries alone, and estimated if all other 
employes go along with the idea, “ perhaps a total of $60,000’' 
could be saved. 


The Eau Claire school board earlier this month instructed Supt. 
Schaefer to draft a proposal outlining personnel and program cuts 


for the 1976-77 school year involving $80,000 to $100,000 The move 
was to balance expected expenses against expected income. 


The board will meet in special session Monday, March 22. to 
perhaps take final action on some budget trim m ing proposals and 
consider a possible request for additional millage. 


As part of the m aster teaching contract, the ECEA has a 
provision that allows them an opportunity to participate in dis­ 
cussions. and offer possible alternatives. 


Kime said he would expect any action on the informal offer to be 
made by the board within the next several weeks. 


Kime said 55 out of 71 members of the fulltime teaching staff 
at Eau Claire are members of the ECEA. He said a majority of the 
ECEA membership had earlier indicated “ via word of mouth” it 
would okay such an offer “ for one year, if everybody else 
agreed.” 


Kime added “ I'm sure the state education association would not 
agree with our (ECEA’s) idea.” 


Supt. Schaefer said the board felt the teachers offer was 


sincere, but questioned whether the offer would have across-the- 
board support of all employes. 


Pending clarification of how much state aid the district expects 
to receive next school year. Supt. Schaefer said the board an­ 
ticipates putting all of its probationary teachers on notice that 
they may not be called back to work in the fall 
He said the system has 15 probationary teachers, of which at 
least five to six probably would not be rehired. He said such a 
move would mean five to six non-teaching employes also would 
not be re hi m l. 


Bast'd on our current projections, in order to maintain our 
present programs and staff, we're going to have to come up with 
an additional $80,000 to $100,000,” Supt.

EAU CLAIRE — The Eau Claire Education association (ECEA)

informal offer was made on two conditions: That all other 
employes (administrators, cooks, mechanics, bus drivers) also 
agree to relinquish any pay hikes; and that "the pay freeze" last 
only one year. Three other unions represent the non-teaching 
employes of the school district. 


• Klme said the offer means teacher would riot receive any kind 
of raise, including annual increment raises. The increment raises 


range from $105 to $350 and normally would be granted auloma: 
tically for an additional year of service to each teacher 
reemploycd. 


It would also waive any additional pay boost which might have 


been negotiated for next year. The teachers are in the first year of 
a two-year contract with the district. 
. The district has 71 full-time teachers with a pupil-teacher ratio 
of 19.5 to one. 


Teachers in the district now receive from 88,700 to $13,filfi, 


depending on years of service and degrees held.

For tax purposes, IRAs thus 
offer wage-eamers who are not 
enrolled in a group plan some of 
the same tax benefits as those 
who are. Only a small percen­ 
tage, however, have taken ad­

of 
IRAs, 
perhaps 
because of a lack of unders­ 
tanding. 


Here are some commonly 
asked questions at seminars 
conducted by the American 
Bankers Association. Answers 
were provided mainly by Earl 
E. McGuire, Jr., vice president 
of the Bank of Asheville, N.C., 
and chairman of the ABA’s IRA 
Workshop Committee. 


—For IRA purposes, what is 
considered income? 


Income 
for 
this 
purpose 
includes salaries, wages, fees 
and tips. It excludes interest, 
rentals, royalties and alimony. 
Generalizing 
it 
is 
money 
currently earned with the sweat 
of one’s brow. 


—Where can I invest re­ 
tirement money0 


In any or all of the following: 
savings plans in banks, savings 
and loan associations and credit 
unions; in trust accounts in­ 
vested in stocks and bonds; an­ 
nuities and 
endowment 
in­ 
surance policies; mutual funds 
U.S. Retirement Bonds. 


An individual may have more 
than one IRA account, but the 
total invested cannot exceed 
$1.500 in one year, or 10 per cent 
of income, whichever is less. 


—Are there restrictions on 
use of the funds? 


Stiff 
ones. 
You 
cannot 
withdraw money before age 59^ 
without a tax penalty and dis­ 
tribution must begin by age 
701/2. If you withdraw funds, you 
must pay a penalty of 10 per 
cent of the amount withdrawn, 
plus regular income taxes. 


You may move from one type 
of IRA to another only once 
every three years, although you 
can switch from one mutual 
fund to another under the same 
management as often as you 
like. 


—Suppose I leave a job where 
I have a pension plan and go to 
work for a company without 
one? Can I use my previous 
pension money to establish an 
IRA account9 


You might have the option of 
leaving the money with your 
former company and beginning 
an IRA from scratch. You might 
have the option also of accepting 
the pension money in a lump­ 
sum payment. 


If you accept the second op­ 
tion, you may reinvest tax-free 
some of this money in an IRA 
within 60 days of receiving it. 
Beginning with the next tax 
year you may begin making 
personal contributions. 


However, only the money 
contributed to the plan by your 
company may be so invested in 
an IRA. Your personsl con­ 
tributions cannot be reinvested 
in an IRA, since they have 
previously been taxed. 


—How important is age? 
Very important. 
How you 
approach 
this 
investment 
depends on your current age, 
the age at which you expect to 
retire, the length of time you 
expect to draw payments and,, 
most importantly, the amount of 
income you seek. 


If you expect a long re­ 
tirement, you may prefer the 
lower return of an annuity that 
guarantees fixed lifetime in­ 
come. If Social Security will be 
your only resource, you may 
want the dependable return of a 
savings account. 


If you have outside resources 
that permit you to take risks, 
you may seek capital gains and 
try to swell your retirement 
fund. 
But 
remember, 
the 


greater the reward, the greater 
is the risk in obtaining it. 


—What features should I look 
for? 


The institution handling your 
account 
should 
be able to 
explain the terms of your IRA 
and give you an indication of the 
expected rate of return. You 
may ask if the account w ill have 
a guaranteed termination value. 


The institution should agree 
to furnish periodic statements 
on the status and value of your 
account. Some IRAs have high 
front-end charges and frequent 
transaction costs, and some will 
have negligible or even no fees. 


You should ask if you can vary 
the amount of your contribution 
from year to year. You may be 
required to decide immediately 
what 
type 
of 
retirement 
payments you want, or you may 
be able to postpone that decision 
until retirement.

Residents of Cloverville Road
